JEROME, Dec. 15—1L. C. Haynes, of
the Jerome Mines Development ecom-
pany, when interviewed today by a
Journal-Miner reporter, expressed him
self as highly pleased with the show-
ing in the Harryhousen growp of
claims. Tn the tunnel, which now
goes to a distance of 200 feet, is a
ledge, which is now 056 feet wide, and
widens as they go in.
